Thera is a question of 
organising on an entirely new footiug new 
German steamship lines and the colonisation of 
the Levant, We ore farther assured that the 
Emperor is favouring 2 combivation between 
the North: German Lloyd and Tlamburg-

‘Advices to hand now stato that the members of 
this Society, under their newer designation of 
santion ‘Hui, ‘have become very: active, 
pros-] tisings of Inte in the northern districts 
of Kuavgtung province, especially in the 
sub-prefecture of Chiayingchou, where they are 
yaid to number over 7,00 men. One reault. of 
this is that operations are briay pushed farther 
north, so that, according to o Foochow 
aispateh, a largo’ body. has penetrated the 
districts of Wupiog in Fuli-n, and Huichang 
in Kiangei province. This would see to give 
the idea tbat tho Trinds are working to 
join -hands with the Kelao Hui and its 
branches, the Great Sword (Tata), and Dugger 
{ Sixotao } Societies, in tho Yan Valley. 
Evidently the authorities of Min-Ché (Vukien 
and vhokinug provinces) and WGungs' thiok this 
new movannt of the ‘Iriads dangerous enough 
to desorve surious attention. und we understaud 
that measures have been arrived at to take joint 
military netion b-tween the high authorities of 
the provinces above nated, Thero also seems 
to be au‘iden in mandarin circlos that the secret 
societies ara hoping that the Chine:o Govern- 
ont will be involved in difficulties by tho arrival 
of tho Baltic Fleet in Chineso waters, wh ich 
srill turn away the attention of the authorities.
